WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


Agriculture 
Department 
said 


Wednesday that questions have 
arisen as to whether more than 
1,200 farms in St. Francis Coun- 
ty, Ark., overplanted their 1964 
cotton crop acreage allotments. 


The department said every- 


thing possible is being done to 
settle controversies over farm- 
er compliance with the federal 
cotton-control program. 


Overplanting makes a farmer 


liable to heavy penalty taxes 
and loss of cotton price supports 
and payments, although it is not 
a violation of law involving 
criminal prosecution. 


A spokesman said the depart 


nent is as anxious as the in- 
/olved farmers to get the mat- 
er settled. 
It appears, 
the spokesman 


aid, that there may have been 
some errors and undue delays 
.ocally in measuring plantings 
of individual farmers, with a re- 
sult that operators unknowingly 
overplanted. In such cases, the 
operator probably would not be 
penalized. 


As many as 14 inspectors have 


been, in St..Francis,County^at- 
one time, checking on whether 
farmers complied with the allot- 
ment program administered by 
the county Agricultural Stabili- 
zation and Conservation Serv- 
ice's committee of farmers. 


The situation has adversely 


affected the economy of the 
county, the department said: 


Farms on which there may 


have been violations of acreage 
allotments are not given mark- 
eting quota cards, Buyers are 
held liable for the penalty 
should they buy cotton from a 
farm which lacks such a card. 


Furthermore, a farm which 


did overplant may not sell its 
cotton until it has paid the pen- 
alty. The signing of documents 
giving false information regard- 
ing plantings and allotments is 
subject to criminal prosecution.

Canadians 
Would Like 
Own Culture 


EDITOR'S NOTE - The fol- 


owing, last of five articles, ex- 
plains the efforts Canadians are 
making to develop a national 
culture.

OTTAWA (AP) ^- Despite the 


i\ige, creepy shadow of me 
Jnited States, Canadians like to 
alk about building a distinctive 
Canadian culture. 


Trying to create a cultural 


dentity is even more Irusti'at- 
ng for many than attempting to 
assert Canada's economid inde- 
pendence. 


Some Canadian intellectuals I 


lomplain that their own efforts 
are constantly nullified by mas- 
sive doses of "Madison Avenue" 
nfluence. They also deplore the 
>ull of big money which lures 
Canadian talent across the bor- 
der. 
- 


Another obstacle noted by vis 


tors is the muUiculUiral nature 
of Canada's 10 million people. It 
would be difficult enough,to de- 
velop a cultural image if there 
were only English and French 
cultures to consider. But Cana- 
da is a country of many trans- 
planted cultures and it has nev- 
er attempted to assimilate any 
of its numerous national grpups. 


In Nova Scotia and Cape Bre- 


ton Island there are Scottish 
clans, with their bagpipes; in 
Yew 
Brunswick -there 
are 


French-speaking Aeadians, who 
do not agree, with the Quebec 
Drench; in, the .west, tljere are 
Jkrajnians, 
Germans, 
Irish, 


Hungarians, 
Greeks 
and 


Chinese; in Victoria, B. C,, there 
are English who still retain the 
flavor of their British ancestors. 


The prairie provinces in many 


ways are much more like their 
leighbors south of the border 
:han the French of Quebec or 
the Scottish of Nova Scotia, 


Canada has produced some 
sxcellent novelists, poets and 
painters,, but not. all of them 
could be readily identified by 
;heir works as Canadians. One 
)f those who can is writer Hugh 
Maclennan, who deals mostly 
with purely Canadian material, 


Prof. Neil Comptpn, chairman 


of the English Department at 
Sir George Williams University 
in Montreal, has noted that the 
late Stephen Leacock is often 
taken for an American humor- 
ist, Jack Ludwig for an Ameri- 
can novelist and Christopher 
Plummer for an English, actor. 


Canada has made a real effort 


:o produce distinctive television 
shows in an effort to get away 
From U.S. influence, but this has 
been a losing battle, too. Even 
some Canadian products, such 
as the Miss Canada Pageant, 
are carbon copies of U.S. shows. 


The Canadian government is

Gold Stores 
Drop 1st Time 
This Year

NEW YORK (AP) - U.S. 


Treasury 
gold 
stores 
have 


dropped for the first time this 
year. The dip is. slight but a 
much bigger decline in gold's 
role as backing for the dollar is 
taking place. In ratio to the 
Federal -Reserve notes and de- 
posit liabilities it is set up to 
back, the gold reserve has 
slipped much more than the 
physical loss of metal indicates. 


That is because the money 


supply has grown. It takes more 
gold to back it at the legal rate 
of 25 per cent. The actual ratio 
of gold to money now is down 
to 28.6 per cent, compared with 
47.4 per cent as recently as 
1958. 


In the six years the Treasury 


has lost much gold because of 
the deficit in international pay- 
ments. At the same time the 
money supply has grown, and 
the result is the drop in reserve 
ratio to the lowest point yet 
reached. 


Bankers are now talking of a 


complete vanishing of any sur- 
plus in reserves in two or three 
years. Some think the legal re- 
quirement should be lowered b- 
!ow 25 per cent before specu- 
lators take advantage of any 
nervousness as the limit is 
tieared. Others think the gold 
backing for the currency should 
be dropped entirely as an obso- 
lete concept. 


The decline in U.S. holdings 


of the metal in October and No- 
vember is laid to its use to sus- 
tain the dollar and the British 
pound in the financial crisis that 
lit a climax last week with a 
p3-billion bailout international 
fund for the use of the Bank of 
England as needed. 


The U.S. Treasury has been 


very expert in halting a gold 
outflow this year, through an in- 
ternational agreement to pro- 
tect currencies and reserves. 
But the balance of payments 
deficit continues — some $2 bil- 
lion this year. And the threat of 
the use of these foreign-held 
dollars to buy U.S. gold re- 
mains. • , 
: 


Foreign, governments and cen- 


tral banks hold better than $12 
billion in short-term dollar bal- 
ances that legally'they could 
turn in to the U.S. Treasury for 
gold. 


Its gold balance at the end of 


November was $15.4 billion, 
down about $200 million from 
the year before.

Excess gold reserves—that is, 


those above the 25 per cent re- 
quired to back the currency- 
how stand at $1.9 billion, com- 
pared with $2.8 billion a year 
ago. The decline reflects the 
rise in Federal Reserve note 
and deposit 
liabilities much 


more than in the fairly minor 
loss of gold itself, 


The gold reserve's role in the 


domestic economy will increas- 
ingly become an issue as op- 
posed to the recent past when 
its role in international balance 
of payments got prior consider- 
ation.

centuries — even before it was 
amed as the Barbary Coast, a 
air for pirates.

Foe" rises from the Italian-run 
casino almost in the shadow of 
he minaret. Boisterous Ameri- 
can oilmen crowd the dice 'ta-

chines jangle merrily. 


Until the oil boom the casino 


iad been sliding gloomily down- 
lill for years. Its current gaudy 
affluence emphasizes what is 
lappening in Libya — a .placid 
Mediterranean 
country 
being 


overwhelmed with money. 


Horse-drawn 
gharries

once povided leisurely trans- 
portation are giving way to met- 
;r taxis, with New York rates. 
Vomen clutch their veils tightly 
n public, peering at the world 
hrough one exposed eye. But 
beneath their shroudlike "bar- 
acans" some are now sporting 
sheer stockings and Dior gowns. 


A few years ago Zelten and 


Dahra were oases known ortly to 
desert 
Bedouins. 
Now 
the 


names designate oilfields famed 
wherever oilmen; gather. They 
lave put this once .little-known 
nation among the world's top 10 
oil countries. 


As recently as 1960 the bu- 


reaucrats of ascetic King Idriss 
got along on $50 million yearly 
— half of it from American and 
British handouts and rental for 
military bases. 


Since then, the oil companies, 


mostly American, have spent 
more than a billion dollars here.

American, 
Russian Are 
Convicted 


By CHARLES K. SERGIS 
NEWARK, N.J. (AP) - A 


Soviet chauffeur and an Ameri- 
can electronics engineer were 
convicted Wednesday night of 
conspiracy to commit espionage 
for the Soviet Union. 


The verdict could mean death. 


Their penalty will be decided by 
U.S. 
District Court Judge An- 


thony T. Augelli, who presided 
over the 36-day trial. No date 
has been set for sentencing. 


A federal jury of eight women 


and four men deliberated 9Va 
hours before returning the ver- 
dict against the American, John 
W. Butenko, 39, and his co-de- 
fendant, Igor A. Ivanov, 34. 


Butenko and Ivanov were con- 


victed of conspiring to relay 
secret Air Force information to 
the Soviet Union and of conspir- 
ing to violate the law requiring 
foreign agents to register with 
the State Department. Butenko 
also was convicted of acting as 
an unregistered agent for the 
foreign power — the Soviet Un- 
ion. 
• 


Butenko, a bachelor of Rus- 


sian descent, said nothing as the 
jury forelady, Miss Michilena 
M. Deluca, announced the ver 
diet. But the strain of the gruell- 
ing trial showed on his face as 
he was led from the courtroom 
to be taken back to the Hudson 
County jail, where he has been 
held without bail since his ar- 
rest Oct. 29, 1963, 


Ivanov, a crew-cut, blond So- 


viet citizen listened to an ear- 
phone linked to a translator as 
the verdict was announced. Iva- 
nov, who worked as a driver for 
a Soviet trade agency in New 
York, is said to speak little Eng- 
lish. 


Both defendants kept their 


eyes on the jury as each mem- 
ber was polled at the request of 


a defense attorney/One juror 
said afterward that the panel 
had been in general agreement 
throughout the deliberations. 


Augelli granted a request by 


Ivanov's attorney to; continue 
Ivanov's bail at $100,000. The 
bail was out up Dec. 20 by the 
Soviet 
Embassy, 
permitting 


Ivanov to go home to his wife 
and daughter in New York City 
to await trial. 


Wednesday night Aleksei P 


Kosikov. of the Soviet Embassy 
said Mrs. Ivanov returned to the 
Soviet Union earlier this year 
with her 7-year-old daughter 
Irina. Mrs. Ivanov gave birth to 
a son last month in Moscow, he 
added. 


Butenko took the witness 


stand for two days to deny the 
government charges. He said he 
met a Soviet diplomat in New 
Jersey on at least two.occasions 
to seek information about rela 
lives in the Soviet Union. He 
said he had never met Ivanov 
until after their arrest in a 
dark, deserted parking lot in 
Englewood. Ivanov did not testi 
fy.
